with the Ute Indians for their removai from 
Colorado. Mr. Allison Stute! that,

Senator Plumb introtuceda bill to amend 
the Revised Statutes relating to taxes unon 
banks and bankers. It provides tha no asso- 
ciation shall be liable tontax impo<ed by 
section 5,214 of the Revised Statutes upon any 
sum under the name ot deposits which mav be 
deposited with any other association, bank or 
banker, and which is subject to taxation with 
such associations. The bill also proposes 
to exeinpt from taxation deposits in provident 
associations, savings banks, suving fund insti- 
tutions, except where any deposit to the credit 
of any one person, firm or corporation exceeds 
$2,000. In such cases the excess above that 
amount isto ve liable to tax. 

Along discussion took place upon 
granting apensionto Com. Win. B. 
totally disavled in the naval service, 

Several Senators claimed that, as Whiting 
was recetving three-quarters pay on the retired 
list. he was not entitied to a pension.

Charles Francis Adams’ Book About 
Railroad Aceidents.

A Prophetic Forecast ofthe St. Charles 
Horror, and the Remedy Pro- 
. posed—New Books. 


In bis Notes on Railroad Accidents, Charles 
Francis Adams, Jr., has made a novel contri- 
bution to American literature. The work is 
certainly on a novel and hardly au en- 
ticing subject, and yet he has succeeded in 
clothing the theme with apt illustration and 
logical deduction until the result is certainly 
a most readable and inter- 
esting work. Like Vanity Fair, which 
was a novel without a hero, this is an essay 
witbout a moral, unless the moral be that the 
Miller platform, the Westiughouse brake and 
the interlocking signal systems are more than 
necessary upon every railroad in the land. 
This moral is, in fact, conveyed in letters 80 
large that he who runs may read upon every 
change. 

As to the manner in which the subject matter 
is bandled too much can not he said in com- 
mendatior.The stutement is every where clear. 
forcible and reasonable, embellished here and 
there with the dry and cawtic humor which 
occasionally, and only occasionally, enlivened 
the utterances of his ancestors. ' 

Adams would have made an excellent report- 
er tor his grasp of the incidents, of the sensa- 
tional in a scene is immense, and 
reading his cheertul pictures 
of the unmerciful disasters which have attend- 
ed the railroad system one cannot help feeling 
sorry in a literary point ot view that that same 
descriptive faculty was not put to some other 
use. 

The book, as its name implies, is an inquiry 
into the causes and results of railroad acci- 
dents. From the melancholy death of Mr. Hus- 
kisson beneath the wheels of the 
Rocket on September 15, 1850, tothe Narrow 
Gauge accident of July 4th, 1879, in St. Louis 
county, every casualty is tabulated and gener- 
alized upon, and some good extracted from it. 

The method of the book is to treat each acct- 
dent under point of time, and classified under 
the division to which it belongs. The Angola 
horror, tor instance. comes underthe head of 

the stove peiil, and, among ita other details, 
presents this picture: 

The other car had fallen fifty feet, and re- 
mained resting onitsside against the abut 


ment with one end inclined sharply down- 


ward. 
It was now winterand cold, and, as was the 
custom then, the car was heuted by two iron 


stoves, placed one at each end, in which wood 


was burned. It was neurly full of passengers. 
Naturally they allsprang from their seats in 
terror and confusion when the car leftthe rails, 
So thut when it tel! from the bridge 
and violently struck on one ot its ends, they 
were precipitated in an inextricatle mass upon 
one of the overturned stoves, while the other 
feilupontbem from above. A position more 
horrible could hardly be imagined. Few, it 
any, were, probably killed outright. Some, 
»rrobably, were suflocated; the greatest nuin- 
er were undoubtedly burned to death. Ot 
those in that car, three only escaped; torty-one 
are suppesed to have perished. 


- Viewing accidents us accidents and not as 
scientifiC purtsot a general theory, theres 
something extremely touching in the details ot 
the Camphill disaster. After recording the 
awiul detailsof the Versailles holocaust in 
France the author goes on to say: 


In this country it was surpassed on one oc- 
Casion, among Others, under circumstances 
very similar to it. This was the 
accident ut Camphill Station, sabouc 
twelve miles from Philadelphia, 
on July 17. 1856, which befell an excursion 
train carrying some eleven hundred cnildrea, 


who had gone out on au Sunday school picnic - 


in charge of their teachers und trievds. 
It was the usual story. Ihe round nad buten 
Single truck, and the train, both long and 


heavy, bad been delayed and was running be- 
hind us schedule time. The conductor toought, ” 


however, that the next station could be reacn- 


ed in time to meet and there pass a regular 
train coming towards him. It muy 
have been a miscaiculation of seconds, 


it 1, av huve beena difference in watches, or 
perbaps the regular train wos slightly before 
its tine; but, however it happened, as the 
excursion train, while running atspeed, was 
rounding a reverse curve, it came full upon 
the regular train, which had jastleft the sta- 
tion. In those days, as compared with the 
present, the cars were but egg-shells, and the 
sbock wus terrinc. Tke locomotives struck 


each other, and, utter rearing them- 
selves up for un instant, it 
is said, like living animals, 


fell tothe ground mere masses of rubbish. In 
any case the force of theshock was suflicieut 
to hurl both engines trom the track anid-lay 
them side by side atright angles to, and some 
distance trom it. As only the excursion train 
happened to be running at speed, it slone had 
all the impetus necessary for telescoping; three 
Ot its cars accordingly closed in upon eacn 
other, and the childrenin them were crushed; 


as in the Versailles accident two suc- 
ceeding curs were driven upon 
this mass, and then fire was 


eet to the whole from the ruins of the locomo- 
tives. It wouldbe bard to imagine anything 
more thoroughly heartrending, for the holo- 
caust was ot little children on a party ot pleas- 
ure. Five cersin all were burned and sixty: six 
persons perished; the injured numbered more 
than a hundred. 
* * * * * * * 

Primarily of course the conductors of special 
truins are at fault in such cases. He 
certainly wus at Camphill, and felt 
himself to be so, tor the next day he commit- 
ted suicide by swallowing arsenic. 


In accordance with the regularly pursued 
plan of classifying disasters by their cause and 
indicating their remedy, comes the general 
sub-head ‘‘Telegraphic Collisions,’’ which 
opens With this curious bit: 

And yet even witb the wires in active use co}- 
lisions will occasionally take place. They 
have sometimes, indeed, been caused by the 
telegraph, so that railroad officials at two ud 
jacent stations on the same road, having 
launched trains at each other — — recall, 
have busied themselves while waiting for tid- 
ings of the inevitable collision in summoning 
medical assistance for those sure soon to be 
a: 

lastily turning over a great deal that is valu- 
able and much that is entertaining, we come 
to the general division of bridge accidents—a 
description of casualty which received a tright- 
ful commentary a montn ago at St. Charles. 

Some of the remarks are so pertinent to our 
ownrecent disaster that they ure appended in 
full, although bearing upon a different horror 
tue one at Ashtabula. He says: 


¥ Bridge accidents always have been, and 
will probably always rewdin, incompuarably 
the worst to which travel is exposed. It would 
be impossible foi corporations to take too great 
precautions againse them, and that the pre- 
cautions taken are very great isshown by the 


-fact that, with thousands of bridges many 


times each day subjected to the strain of the 
passage at speed ot heavy trains, so very tew 
disasters occur. When they do occur, how- 
ever, the lessons taught by them are, though 
distinctenough, apt to be in one important 
respect of a far lees satisfactory character than 
those taught by collisions. In the case of these 
last tne great resultant tact speaks for itsell. 

te community kuows when it sees a 
block system. or a stronger car construction, 
or an improved train brake suddenly intro- 
duced, that the sacrifice has not been in vain— 
that the lesson bas been learned. It is by no 
menns always 80 with the accidents on bridges. 
With these the cause of disaster is 
e 0 00 scientific in its 
nature that it cannot be described, except 
through the use of engineering terms which to 
the mass of readers are absolutely incompre- 
hensibie. The siinplest of railroad bridges is 
an inexplicable mystery to almost ninety-nine 
persons outot each hundred. Even when the 
cause of the disaster is understood the precau- 
tions taken against its recurrence cannot be 


Wuld anybody reading the above think it 
was written just before the wild plunge which 
hat stock train made, amonth 1g0, down 
through the murky darkness into the turbu- 
lent waters of the Missouri below? All the 
aveat bridge disasters which were not caused 
by wretchedly inefficient bridges had their ort- 
Ein in the derailment ot some part of the train 


| side of them sufficiently strong to sustain 


and in the inmeatately subsequent breaking of 


an importent tactor—dest‘oying tne unity ts 
the scientific term—of the bridge. 

The remeoy of this accident-cause is so sim- 
ple, so full of common sense and so thorough 
that its non-usage is little short ot criminal; it 


is this: 

To make accidents trom this cause, if not 
impossible, atleast highly improbabie, itis 
only necessary to make the ties and flooring 
of all bridges between the tricks 
and for three feet on * 

16 
whole weight of a train off the track and in 
notion, while athird sailor strong truss of 
wood securely fastened should- be laid down 
midway between the rails throughout the en- 
tue length of the bridge and its approaches. 
With this arrangement, as the flan of the 
v heels are on the inside, it must follow that 
in cute of derailment and a divergence to one 
sideor the otber ot the bridge,the inner 
side of the flan will come 
against the central rail or tra+s just as 
soon as t divergence amounts to halt the 
space betwéen the rails, which in the ordinary 
guage is two feet and four inches. 

The wheels must then glide along this guard, 
holding the train from any further divergence 
irom its course, until it can be 
checked. Meunwnhile, as the ties and floor- 
ing extend for the space of three feet 
outside of the track, a sufficient support is fur- 
nished by them tor the outer wheels. 


In other words it is the difference in safety 
between a bridge floored for a train off the 
track, and a structure on which derailment 
means a dreadful disaster. 

But enough of the gloomy side of the 
picture, After all it has been well said by 
John Bright that the safest place a man can 
find in modern times is inside a first-class rail- 
wag car in full motion. Of course any work 
on railroad accidents would be inacomplete 
without statistics, and the figures are comfort- 
able ones. fully provingthe French statement 
that more than double the number of people 
die each year trom _ injuries received in 
falling over loose pieces of carpet in 
their houses than are killed by the cars. Or 
the more plausible, but not more true English 
dictum, that railroads are sixty fold safer than 
stages or horseback riding. 

W hat isthe length of the railroad journey re- 
sulting in death by accident tou prudent trav- 
cler? What is the average lenzth of one resulting 


in some personal injury to him? These are two 
questions which interest every one. 

* 4 * * * * * 

The body of facts trom which conclusions are 

to be deduced must cover not only a definite 
area of space but also a considerable lapse of 
tiv e. ven Great Britain with its 17,000 
miles of track aud its hundredsof millions of 
annual passenger journeys, shows results that, 
one year with another, vary strangely. For in- 
stanee, during the four vears anterior to 1874 
but one passenger was killed upon an average, 
to each 11,000,000 carried; while 
in 1574 the proportion under a 
succession of disasters, sudden'ty doubled, ris- 
ing to one in 5.500, 000; and* then again in 
1877, a year of peculiar exemption, it fell olf 
to one in every 50, 000, 000. 

* * * * * * * 


In Massachusetts during the year of the Re- 
vere disaster (1871) some 26,000, 000 passen- 
ger journeys were made within the limits of 
the State, and each journey averaged a dis- 
tunce of about thirteen miles. It would seem, 
therefore, thut evenin that yeurthe average 
journey resulting in death was 11,000,000 
miles, while that resultingin death or personal 
injury was not less than 3,300, 000. 

* * * „ * * * 

If any given person were born uponarati- 
rond car, and remained upon ir, traveling 500 
miles a dey all his life, he would, with average 
good fortune, be somewhat over eighty years 
of age before he would be involved in any acci- 
dent resulting in his personal injury, while he 
would atruin the highly respcctable age of 930 
years before being killed.

| says that the cirect action of nicotine on the 
teeth is decidedly beneficial. The alkalanity 
of the smoke must necessarily neutralize any 
acid secretion which may be present inthe 
oral cavity, and the antiseptic propertyof the 
nicotine tends to arrest putrefactive changes 
in carious cavities. The author is inclined to 
believe that the dark deposit on the teeth of 
some habitual smokers is largely composed of 
the carbon of tobaccosmoke. This deposit 
takes place exactly in those portions where 
caries is most likely to arise, and on the sur- 
faces of theteeth which escape the cleansing 
action ot the brush. That tobacco is capable 
of allaying to some extent tbe pain of tooth- 
ache is, he thinks, true—the effect being due 
not only to its nicotizing power, but also to its 
direct action on the exposed nerve; and he is 
inclined to attribute the tact of the compara- 
tively rare occurrence of toothache among 
sailors ina great measure to their habit of 
chewing.

Viewed on the Fifty-seventh street 
side, the edifice 5 be supposed, if the 
pietrre is correct, be a palace, or an art 
valiery, or a club-house, or a church, accord- 
ing as one looked at different parts of it; but, 
taken as a whole, it will certainly be impos- 
ing, perhaps beautiful, and certainly one of 
the most noteworthy private dwellings in New 


ork. . 

The house that Mr. Wm. K. Vanderbilt is 
going te build will be on the northwest corner 
of Fifty-second street and Fifth avenue. The 
plans are unaccompanied by any drawing of 
the front of this dwelling, but from the de- 
scription in the specifications it will be a much 
less pretentious edifice than the house describ- 
ed above. Fronting 84 feet on the avenue, it 
will be 121 feet in depth and 80 feet high. The 
front will be of limestone, the roof a com- 
bination of the flat, peak, and 
mansard styles. There will be iron 
floor beams, iron shutters to the win- 
dows, and walls of unusual thickness, run- 
ning from 36 inches in the first and second 
stories to 32 in the fourth. The basement 
plan shows ten rooms; that of the first story 
seven, of which the dtmensions of the prinvi- 
pai ones are as follows: Reception parlors, 
34 by 60 feet, exclusive of bay windows; din- 
ing-room, 32 by 44 feet: library, 24 by 18 feet; 
drawing-room. 25 bv 18 feet. Adjoining the 
dining-room are butler's pantry and other 
rooms, and there is a smoking-room off at the 
back. There are seven suites of rooms in 
each of the * stories, each suite includ- 
ing chamber. dressing- room, bath, ete. 

Mr. William H. Vanderbilt proposes to con- 
struct two buildings together, oneavery large 
single bouse which will cost $400,000, and the 
other a double house of exceedinglv ingenious 
arrangement, which will cost $300,000. These 
two buildings are practically to be one,-since 
they will have a common entrance from Fifth 
avenue to a grand -vestibule and corridor 
uniting them. For the purposes of this huge 
double building the entire block on the west 
side of Fifth avenue from Fifty-first to Fiſty- 
second streets istaken That portion which 
Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt himself proposes to in- 
habit, and which is to cost $400,000, will have 
a lot frontage of 103feet 5 inches and a depth 
of 150 feet, upon which the actual building 
will be 81 feet 7 inches by 150 feet. The height 
of the building—basement, three stories and 
attic—wil) be 63 feet 6 inches, and the roof 
will be flat. 

The front will be of Connecticut brown 
stone, approximately Dorie in architecture, 
but with Corinthian columns by the windows. 
All the floors and the roof will be sustained 
by wrought iron beams of unusual strength, 
filled in with brick arcbes and made fire-proof 
throughout. The basement plan shows al- 
most a labyrinth of rooms, servants’, par- 
jor and dining-rooms, gardner’s room, 
butler’s rooms, wine cellars, kitchens, laun- 
dries, closets, ete. Inthe first story in front 
are parlor, sitting-room and two reception 
rooms, all of which can be so thrown together 
as to give a space of 39 by 69 feet. 
Across the hall will be a picture gallery 32 by 
48 feet. and two stories high,and an aquarelle 
room 15 by 32 feet. At the end of the hall will 
be a dining room 23 by 28 feet, with, behind it, 


any point, bué at regular intervals, such as 
every quarter of a mile. The cars will 
be coupled by means of a universal 
joint, and the road will be so even that 
there will be no jarring. Each circuit 


will be communicated with almost instan- 
taneously by electricity, and he will start and 
stop the train.

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DEATH OF TWO STALLIONS. 


Lexington’s Son Uncle Vic and Albion’s 
Son Hiawatha Die of Old Age. 


The death of Uncle Vie and Hiawatha, two 
valuable thoroughbred sires, is announced. 


. Rowett, of Carlinsville, III., and Hiawa- 


fe ncle Vic was the property of Messrs. R. and 


Tenn. Uncle Vie was foaled in 1857 and was 
by Lexington, out of Undine, by imp. York- 
shire. He wasa fairly goodrace horse, but 


only ran six races in all; three as a three- 
year old—none of which he won—and three as 
a four-year old. His last race was one of three- 
mile beats, and he won the second and third 
beats in 5.34 3-4 and 5.37 1-4, Solferino win- 
ning the first heat in 5.49 1-2. As asire Uncle 
Vic was a fair success. Among the best of 
his get were Corsican, Victorv, La Gitana, 
Lizzie Vic, Pompey’s Pillar. Uncle Tom and 
Ella Rowett. Writing to the Kentucky Live 
Stock Record the otber day, Gen. Rowett said: 
„Uncle Vic has been failing forthe last year 
and died apparently of old age, although he 
was not quite twenty-three years old. But 
nothing that we could give would keep flesh 
on him, and for two months before he died he 
would eat nothing but apples. We turned 
him intotbe orchard, where he could get all 
the apples he wanted, as we wished to 
make bis last days as comfortable as possi- 
ble.“ 

Hiawatha was foaled in 1855, and was by 
imported Albion out of amare by Wagner. 
Hiawatha started but four times, once in a 
race of mile heats for two-year-olds, for 
which he was second. As a three-vear-old 
be started twice, winning a race of two-mile 
heats inthe spring and tbres-mile heats in 
the fall. As a four-year-old he won a match 
of four-mile heats at Gallatin, Tenn., for 
$6,000, beating Mary Wylie in 7:57, 7:56. 
As a sire Hiawatha was badly located, but got 
such horses as J’atrician, Flush, Parallel, 
Whipsaw. Nina Turner, Highwavyman 
and others. Probably no better 
illustration of the difference between ‘racing 
twenty-five years ago and atthe present date 
could be bad than is shown by the perform— 
ances of Uncle Vic and Hiawatha. Owners 
in those days were satisfied with three and 
four races a year. Now some horses will be 
sent tothe post nearly as many times in a 
week, and yet it is claimed that the thorough- 
bred is deteriorating.. The amount of work 
done by such horses as Bramble, Egypt, Gov- 
ernor Hampton, Glenmore, Checkmate and 
even by the two-year-olds, as in the case of 
Sensation, proves the reverse very clearly.

By the late purchase of half the stock of 
the New York Central by Jay Gould and 
his associates, the most powerful and ex- 
tensive railroad system in the world has 
been formed. The New York Central re- 
presented a system within itself. In 1869 
it represented only 593 miles ‘of road; at 
the time of the late sale by Mr. Vanderbilt 
it represented 2,200 miles. The system to 
which it belongs now includes the Wabash, 
St. Louis and Pacific, extending from To- 
ledo to Omaha, the Union Pacific and the 
Central Pacific, as well as many other roads 
that have lately come under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Gould. It embraces almost a 
continuous line of road from ocean. to 
ocean—a distance of about 6,000 
miles. Counting all the collateral 
roads that belong to it, the total mileage can- 
not be far from 10,000. This is a pretty 
good share of the 55,000 miles of broad- 
gauge-road in the United States. 

The Baltimore and Ohio, the Pennsyl- 
vania and the Gould-Vanderbilt systems 
represent al] the lines of road of any con- 
sequence that start west from the Atlantic, 
and it may be said that all the Eastern 
railroads are now grouped under three 
separate managements. 

Coming further west, we find the Chicago 
and Northwestern, which in 1869 had 1,150 
miles, and which now has 2,200 miles, and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
which had in 1869 830 miles, and which now 


has 2,250 miles. The Chicago 
and Alton may also be mention— 
ed in, this connection. All three 


companies are very rich and all three repre- 
sent systems within themselves, but depend- 
ent upon other systems for an Eastern 
outlet. > :

It originally 
ran only from Louisville to Nashville, but 
it has grown much of late, and by its latest 
acquisition the Mobile and Montgomery con- 
trols a line from Louisville to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Col. Cole, of Louisville, has recently suc- 
ceeded in getting a number of roads under 
one management, among them being the 


St. Louis and . Southeastern, and 
another being the St. Louis 
and Chattanooga, extending 


from Chattanooga to Hickman, Kentucky. 
He also controls the Western and Atlantic 
which runs from Chattanooga to Atlanta, 
and is undoubtedly aiming for the Gulf or 
the southern coast of the Atlantic. 

These are the three systems which are 


being built up in the South, and which are 


intended to carry the trade moving north 
and south. 

It is easy enough, therefore, to see how 
all the railroads in the country are being 
grouped into a few great systems, and how 
they will all soon be under the general man- 
agement of a few great capitalists.

When there are so many other invit- 
ing places to go to that are so well adver- 
tised, we may rest assured that people are 
not coming to this State unless there is 
some exertion to make them understand 
and appreciate its advantages. 

Itis only by agitation that the proper spirit 
can be awakened and the necessary impetus 
given to a most commendable movement. 
It is to be hoped they will not become dis- 
couraged in their good attempts.

Her borders present a most inviting field 
for the actual settler, and her population 
could be increased thirty-fold and not be 
too great. This, however, is an oft-told 
tale and needs no repetition, What we 
wantis action. Let the gentlemen who 
have started the immigration movement in 
this city push the work with vigor and de- 
termination. The masses of their fellow- 
citizens will soon partake of the enthusi- 
asm of the movement which they have in- 
augurated, and we shall see a healthy revo- 
lution take place in the State. 


Tun completion of the Texas Pacitlc 
railroad to the Pacific Ocean seems to be 
assured. The contract for building it will 
probably be given to Jay Gould and his 
pool,“ which, of course, means that Jay 
Gould is very apt to have control of the 
whole road. The Cincinnati Aaguirer of 
yesterday contained the following interest- 
ing information telegraphed from Phila- 
delphia: 

President Thomas A. Scott said that entire 
harmony prevailed among the stockholders, 
and no disposition was manifested to eppose 
or interfere with the present management. 
Vice-President Krumbbaar said that no con- 
tract had been concluded with any persons 


for the construction of the road as projected. 
The constructiou, he thought, would be con-

fided to outside capitalists rather than any 
syndicate of capital within the company. No 
Congressional aid would be sought, the graut of 
18,000,000 acres being sufficient. William P. 
Walters, of Baltimore, one of the 
Syndicate Trustees, said as a result of to-day’s 
action the road would be controlled by Gould 
and his Syndicate witnin two and a half years. 


Mr. Gould, Russell Sage and some other New 


York capitalists are bidders for the construc- 
tion contract at $25,900 a mile. They agree to 
take stock and bonds in equal amounts in pay- 
ment. This will give them $8,000,000 of the 
stock of the company, and incase they com- 
plete their contract within twoand a half 
years they will havea stock vote control. 
There is no doubt that the contract will be duly 
¢xecuted within afew aays. It is the most ad- 
vantageous one that has been offered, and the 
Syndicate, whose money backs it, renders the 
completion of the work morally certain, 


THE Times of this morning quotes Col. 
Schoonmaker, of Pittsburg, who is one of 


the largest stockholders in the gas com- 


pany, as follows: ‘‘I am aware that there 
are many who are not satisfied with the de- 
cision of the court, but there are many 
others who look at it-in a practical way. I 
have every reason to believe that in the end 
the people of St. Louis will be perfectly 
satisfied with the result and with the man- 
agement of thecompany. I believe it is 
the policy of the company to make the peo- 
ple satistied and to furnish good gas at as 
cheap rates as are possible.“ This is sen- 
sible. Apparent liberality of the gas com- 
pany would be really only in its own inter- 
est. No matter what power it may now 
have, it should not forget that a friendly 
spirit between the people of the city, its 
government and the company would bene- 
fit the latter much more than a shortsight- 
ed, arbitrary policy, which will make every 
customer of the company a natural enemy. 
And a reduction of the present rates would 
certainly go far toward disarming objec- 
tions and dispelling popular prejudices.

Mr. SHERMAN objects to the issue of 
three and a half percent bonds. If the 
people are willing to lend money to the 
Government at this rate surely the Govern- 
ment can afford to make the profit. Mr. 
Sherman professes to think that the 3 1-2 
bonds will not sell at par. It may be they 
will not, but the experiment is at least 
worthatrial. The bonds will at least rate as 


high as the English 3 1-2 per 
cent consols, and we shall 
have reached the minimum of interest. 


Mr. Sherman is also afraid that the issue of 
three-and-a-halves will bull the _ fours. 
Probably it will for a brief time; but, if so, 
it will serve to establish the true value of 
money here, for, aside from speculative 
transactions, money is worth exactly what 
it will bring in the market, like any other 
commodity. Ifthe people are willing to 
accept three and a half per cent for their 
savings, it may not for a while be as good 
for the inflation propensity of the country, 
but it will prove that the people prefer low 
interest and gilt-edged security to the fluc- 
tuations and chanees of trade and the dread 
of depreciated values. 


Miss KaTE FIEvLbD, daughter of our own 
old Joe Field, has brought from England a 
slip of the mulberry tree planted personally 
by Shakspeare at his New Place in Strat- 
ford. The vandal clergyman who bought 
the place in the last century was so annoyed 
by the numbers of visitors at the English 
Mecca that he pulled down tlre house and 
destroyed the tree. He had no nonsensical 
Shakspearian sentiment about him. How- 
ever, it appears that Dame Elizabeth Hall, 
Shakspeare’s favorite daughter, had vrevi- 
ously planted a slip from the original tree, 
in her own garden, and from the tree grown 
ot this cutting another slip was planted 
at the Memorial Theater, erected at Strat- 


ford. From this tree number 3, we are to 
have a New Place mulberry in Central 


Park, New York, planted near the Shaks- 
peare statue.

Chicago is 
of course somewhat worse than St. Louis, but 
Chieago is not sufficiently enterprising in this 
line to compete with her less pretentious 
neighbor, Cineinpati. It is certainly to be 
hoped that the authorities of the. Queen

es ThroughSt. Louis This Morning, 
En Route to Jefferson City, 


The remains of Colonel Albert M. Lay, the 


souri, whose death in Washington was chroni- 
cled in this paper some days since, arrived in 
St. Louis at 7:30 this morning en 
route for their final resting place at the State 
Capital. 

The body has been placed in a magnificent 
casket, and on its last sad 
journey, besides the stricken family, 
a special Congressional committee accompa- 
nied the departed gentleman trom Washing- 
ton to his nome. This distinguished company 
consists of Senator Vest of Missouri, Senator 


Kirkwood of Iowa, and Senator 
Arkansas; from the House ot Representatives, 
Congressmen Graham Frost and John B. Clark 
of Missouri, fort and Sparks of Illinois, 
Overton of Tennessee, Chalmers of Mississippi 
an’ Hillof Ohio. Mr. Rainey, of Ohio, Assist- 
ant Sergeant at Arms, and Dr. Boone, ot Brook 
lyn, New York, the brother of Mr. Lay, are 
udo With the party, which occupies a special 
car on the Missouri Pacific road, and which 1 ft 
the Union Depot at nine o’clock this morning. 

When the train arrived atthe Union Depot it was 
met by u number of St. Louis gentlemen, and 
during the interval in which the party remain 

d in St. Louis, many expresgions of condo- 

Jance were tendered.. Mr. Armstrong and 

others wi.l probably join the party here and 
proceed to Jefferson fur the funeral. 

A PosT- DISPATCH reporter esked 

SENATOR VEST 
about the circumstances of Mr. Lay’s death 
whicnwere given as tollows: 

‘*When Col. Lay came to Washington first, 
he thought his health was fully restored, and 
he seemed to be quite jubilant and hopeful 
over his condition. He seemed to have no 
premonition of danger up to the very time of 
his death, and on the very last night of his life 
he ate a hearty supper, and retired to rest in 
excellent spirits. 

At half past twelve o'clock Mrs. Lay was 
awakened by a stroke from his right arm, which 
had fallen upon-her, and found him seized with 
a paralysis. She sprang up and called for as- 
Sistance, and did everything in her own power; 
but eit soon became evident that ng human aid 
could be of any avail. 

Two or three times he tried to speak, and 
he faintly articulated something, but even the 
loving ears bent to him could make nothing of 
what he wished to say, and finally he seemed 
to give up and lay ina comatose condition un- 
til 9:45 the next worning.’’

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AN EXPENSIVE DECISION 
Ot the Supreme Court Which Will Cost the 
City 860,000. 

The decision ofthe Supreme Court promul- 
gated yesterday and which wus briefly men- 
tioned in the Post-Dispatcu of yesterday, 
thoroughly establishes the liability of all coun- 
ties for the board bills of State prisoners con- 
ned in jail. The State bes heretofore paid 
these biils. The decision will increase by a 
good many thousand dollars the cost of udmin- 
istering justicein St. Louis, and is a matter ot 
such local importance that the full text of the 
opinion is given: 


Supreme Court of Missouri. October term, 
1879. Application for mandamus. The State 
Ot Missouri atthe relation ot George C. Brown 
vs. Thomas Holladay, Auditor, ete. Opinion 
ofthe Court. This is Spcocustiog by man- 
damus to compel the Auditor ot Public Ac- 
counts to audit and allow a just demand 
against the State, an account tor the board of 
the defendant in.the case of the State of Mis- 
souri vs. Wm. Jones, from October 15, 1879, 
10 November 4, 1879, said defendant having 
been sentenced to imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary at the October term, 1879, of the 
Monroe Circuit Court, for the crime ot burg- 
lary. « 

The precise date at which the fee bill was 
made out by the cherk and allowed by the 
Judge and Prosecuting Attorney does not ap- 
pear, but it must have been after the Ist day 
ot November, 1879, the day the Revised Sta 
tutes took effect, asthe account includes the 
board of the defendaat up to the 4th of Novem- 
ber. 

By-section 5.608 ot the Revised Statutes 
costs tor boarding prisoners in the County Jail 
are required to be paid by the counties in all 
cases.- 

The Legisiature has ro power to deprive an 
officer ot tees ulready earned by him, out the 
officer acquires no vested right to be paid out 
Ot any particularfuond, and the Leyislature 
may law tully require that costs in criminal 
cases, previousiy incurred, shall be paid by the 
county and not by the State, although such 
costs were, at the time they were incurred, 
payable by the State. The law in force at the 
time the onicer's claim is allowed and certified 
by the Judge, and the Proseeuting Attorney 
must control, andnottne law in force, when 
the services were rendered. The Legislature 
has as much control over the revenue of the 
counties as it has over that of the State, 
unless restrained by some provision of the 
Constitution. (Hamilton & Treat vs. St. Louis 
County Court, 15 Mo. 3; State ex rel. Police 
Commissioners vs. St. Louts County Court, 31 
Mo. 516. Thereis no provision ot the Con- 
stitution which conflicts with the statute cited. 
The writ will, therefore, be denied. All the 
Judges concur. WakWICK HOUGH.

City 
Couns cor Bell was preparing totest the con- 
stitutionality of the law, but will hardly push 
the matter atter this decision, particularly the 
last sentence, which declares that there is no 
provision og the Constitution which conflicts 
with the stutute cited.

Some Facts and Figures About the Recent 
Flurry on Change. 

Quite a jubilant feeling has existed 
on ’Change for. the last few days 
over the unprecedented rise in the markets; 
everything hus been booming and there is no

Yesterday and to-day was selected by the 
wheat operatorsas apropertime to unload, 
and coenseqpently they have thrown an 
enormous amount of wheat upon the market. 
Here in St. Louis yesterday and to-day over a 


million bushels was ‘sold, not a very 
age motion tor this city. 
‘Lhe market opeued yesterday for 


February at 81 43%, and dropped down to 
$1 41%, where it closed. To-day it opened at 
$1 42, then broke to $1 39, where it rallied and 
came back to $1 40%, elosing at $1 41 
bid and po sales. The market recovered tone 
rapidly after the break and was as firm to-day 
as any operator could wish. 


The break up was no worse, 
not as bad in fact in Wheat 
as it was in provisions. The 


pork trade was knocked intoa cocked hat, 
„nd a la Donnybrook Fair,.every time a heuu 
showed somebody struck at it. No sales 
are reported, but quite a number were 
made to-day at good éigures—better than, from 
the stated condition of the market, would be 
supposed.

with known counterfeiters, and also that he 
nged to the gang thut live in this city. 
. motion of counsel tor the defense, the 
witnesses in this case were 
compelled to leave the court-room, 
and remain in the vestibule until called by 


either the prorecution or defense. 


The first witness calied for the prosecu- 
tion was Louis Von Frolen. Be- 
fore this witness hau an opportunity 


ot giving nistestimony, Mr. Simmons for the 
detense stated that he would generally oppose 
all witnesses whose names had not been given 
to him by the Prosecuting Attorney as being 
betore the grand jury.

A Severe and Cold Winter Predicted by a 
Signal Service Expert.

‘The Indians Say the Same—How They 
Forecast the Weather—Facts and 
Figures by Sergeant Weber. 


The cold snap which has settled down upon 
the town culminated this morning in a 
sudden drop of the thermometer to a point 
considerably below freezing. At an early hour 
this morning the lone pedestrian, who turned 
out of bis warm bed onto the cold mereies of 
the street on his way down town, became 
. shortly aware of an alteration
